Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Matsumura et al(5887673). 

Matsumura et al teaches a low deck vehicle comprising an engine(20) shaped 
like a V in the fore and aft direction suspended by an upper frame(2a,2b) extending 
from a head pipe(1) rearward and downward and a down frame(3a,3b) extending from 
the head pipe downward, an air intake structure of the engine including air intake 
connecting hoses(8,9) and an air cleaner(5) disposed above the V-shaped engine, 
wherein the air intake connecting hoses are disposed between v-shaped banks(22,23) 
of the engine shaped like a letter V in the fore and aft direction, and disposed 
substantially along the upper frame and down frame(see figure 1 ). Matsumura et al 
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further teaches wherein spaces between the upper frames and down frames facing the 
sides of the respective air intake connecting hoses are of a trussed frame 
structure(couplings 14,15,16 in figure 2). Matsumura et al further teaches wherein the 
trussed frame structure includes a triangular space where a filter element of the air 
cleaner can be taken in and out. Matsumura et al further teaches wherein the upper 
frame extends substantially linearly toward the rear to the position near a cylinder of a 
rear bank of the V-shape engine while inclining downward, and then extend to the 
position near a pivot of a rear wheel swing arm with less inclination. Matsumura et al 
further teaches a radiator(not shown) of the engine disposed forwardly of the head pipe.
